SECTION  A 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  .urea 


Population  The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year 
popuIaTTorTlcr  1962  was  4,350,  an  increase  of  just  over 
100  on  the  previous  year.  The  popula tion  density  is  3.3 
per  acre.  There  seems  to  he  a slow  hut  steady  increase 
in  population  each  year. 

Birth  Rate  The  corrected  Birth  Rate  for  1962  was  17.18 
per  thousand  compared  with  the  national  figure  for  England 
and  .tales  of  18. 

There  were  four  illegitimate  hirths  which  equals  5)°  of 
live  hirths,  a slight  decrease  on  last  year. 

Death  Rate  The  corrected  Dearh  Rate  for  the  year  was 
10.58  and  "compares  favourably  with  the  national  figure  of 
11.9«  Coronary  disease  and  other  heart  disease  caused 
19  deaths.  Deaths  from  cancer  numbered  13,  four  of  these 
were  due  to  lung  cancer. 

The  fear  or  death  and  the  instinct  tor  procreation  are 
present  in  all  animals.  No  doubt  the y are  relics  of  a 
time  when  the  course  of  evolution  depended  on  survival 
and  fertility.  Nevertheless  they  continue  in  civilized  man. 
When  reading  this  section  of  the  report  I have  no  doubt 
that  a slight  chill  descends  on  the  reader.  Many  people 
have  a considerable  fear  of  death,  yet  fear  is  rarely  seen 
in  dying  patients.  Samuel  Johnson  whose  life  is  as  well 
documented  as  any,  died  in  December,  1784  In  february 
of  that  year  he  wrote  to  Boswell  "I  am  extremely  afraid  of 
dying".  Yet  a few  months  later  when  he  knew  he  was  dying 
his  doctor  reported  "All  his  fears  were  calmed". 

One  must  distinguish  the  so  called  agony  of  dying  from 
the  pain  of  the  disease.  Agony  is  a suffering  and  not  a 
pain;  the  two  conditions  are  essentially  different.  Pain 
is  a feeling  like  touch,  suffering  is  a state  of  mind  that 
may  be  induced  by  pain  but  there  the  relationship  ends. 

The  approach  to  death  may  be  horribly  painful  but  the  pain 
is  in  the  disease  not  in  the  dying.  To  those  who  witness 
death  the  end  may  appear  hideous  but  the  show  is  not 
visible  to  the  patient.  The  distorted  features  and  the 
convulsive  movements  are  phenomena  of  release  due  to  with- 
drawal of  the  restraining  influence  of  higher  centres,  but 
this  withdrawal  only  occurs  when  the  patient  has  lost 
consciousness.  The  so-called  agony  is  a myth  wrongly 
interpreted . 

Maternal  Mortality  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in 

196T: — 

Stillbirths  There  was  one  stillbirth  registered  during 
the  year. 

Imant  Mortality  I am  pleased  to  report  that  there 
were  no  cases  cl~ infant  death  in  1962. 

Social  Conditions  The  social  services  continued  un- 
altered’ in  19627 

There  is  a general  air  of  prosperity  in  the  town  un- 
doubtedly due  to  the  arrival  of  new  industries  which  is  pro- 
viding a considerable  increase  in  employment  and  a demand 
lor  more  housing,  much  of  which  is  being  met  by  private 
enterprise  building. 
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SECTION  B 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area 

The  services  rerained  unchanged  during  the  year  and 
I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  a new  dental 
surgeon  was  appointed  to  the  area  in  November. 

Car e of  mothers  and  Young  Chi ldren 


Antenatal  and  postnatal  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children  continued  and  attendances  at  the  various  clinics 
were  again  satisiac tory. 

Antenatal  Clinic  These  clinics  were  held  twice  a month, 
one  being  organised  by  the  health  visitors  and  a doctor  was 
always  present  at  the  second.  At  this  clinic  mother's  are 
given  appointments  to  attend  and  blood  samples  are  taken 
for  laboratory  investigation.  In  addition  the  mothercraft 
classes  were  completely  re-organised  and  now  consist  of  a 
course  oi  six  lecture-demonstrations  given  by  the  nurses 
and  a physiotherapist.  They  continued  to  receive  excellent 
s upp  or  t . 

Domiciliary  Midwifery  The  services  remained  unchanged 
during^’ the  year  and  the  expectant  mothers  received  regular 
supervision  throughout  their  pregnancy. 

Hospital  Confinement  Those  cases  needing  admission  to 
hospital  for  their  conTinement  continued  to  go  mainly  to 
Yeovil  or  temple  combe  but  some  more  complicated  cases  were 
admitted  to  the  maternity  unit  at  Taunton  Hospital. 

Infant  /elfare  Clinic  These  clinics  are  held  every  first 
and  third  Tuesday  of  the  month.  A doctor  is  always  present 
together  with  health  visitors  and  a number  of  members  of 
the  voluntary  committee.  The  figures  are  shown  in 
Appendix  B Table  1. 

Apart  from  certain  proprietary  brands  of  food  sold  on 
Clinic  days  welfare  foods  are  sold  from  the  Clinic  on  two 
days  a week  and  include  national  dried  milk,  cod  liver  oil 
and  orange  juice.  James  Lind,  an  English  Naval  Surgeon  in 
1747  proved  experimentally  the  value  of  a treatment  for  a 
disease  that  had  incapacited  more  seamen  than  all  other 
diseases,  naval  engagements,  marine  mishaps,  shipwrecks  and 
accidents  combined.  The  disease  was  scurvy,  a severe 
vitamin  deficiency  resulting  from  sailors'  unvaried  diet 
of  salt  meat  and  sea  biscuits.  Lind  recommended  the 
addition  ox  fresh  limes  and  other  citrus  fruits  to  the 
diets  of  seamen.  This  diet  saved  countless  lives.  British 
seamen,  thereafter  called  "Limeys'1  were  the  first  large 
group  of  people  to  receive  routine  prophylactic  vitamin 
therapy,  we  still  acknowledge  Lind's  pioneer  work  when  we 
ensure  that  infants  receive  an  adequate  supply  of  vitamin  C 
through  orange  juice. 

Health  Visiting  Our  two  r esident district  nurses  carried 
out""heaTfh  visiting  work  until  they  departed  for  Gloucester 
in  October.  They  were  most  active  whilst  in  Crew  kerne  and. 
a letter  of  appreciation  for  their  excellent  work  was  sent 
from  the  Council  when  they  terminated  their  appointment. 

The  tuberculosis  health  visiting  was  carried  out  by 
krs . Pitt  who  has  had  this  responsibility  for  many  years. 

Home  Nursing  This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  district 
nurses  and  continued  at  a very  high  standard,  './e  were 
fortunately  able  to  get  the  services  of  two  experienced 
supply  nurses  after  October. 
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Immunisation  Immunisations  continued  at  the  clinic  and 
in  doctor's  surgeries*  All  infants  are  now  given  triple 
vaccine  for  protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus.  Oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  was  also  used  in 
an  increasing  amount.  Details  can  be  found  in  Appendix  B, 
Table  3. 

Vaccination  The  outbreak  of  smallpox  in  the  North  of 
Bngland  an  d more  particularly  in  South  Wales  led  to  a very 
heavy  demand  for  vaccination  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year.  Most  of  these  were  re-vaccinations,  although  a 
number  of  primary  vaccinations  in  adults  were  done. 

Details  are  shown  in  Appendix  B Table  3* 

Home  Help  Service  This  Service,  organised  by  the  County 
Council  continued  to  be  available  and  was  only  limited  by 
the  availability  of  suitable  staff. 

School  Medical  Service  As  usual  I visited  all  the 
County  schools  in  the  town  and  details  of  these  inspect- 
ions can  be  seen  in  Appendix  B,  Table  2. 

In  the  course  of  my  many  school  inspections  I am  con- 
stantly talking  to  the  children  about  their  future  work 
and  aspirations.  Cne  reads  more  and  more  about  the 
necessity  to  bridge  the  gap  between  grammar  and  secondary 
modern  schools  and  various  expedients  have  been  suggested; 
the  abolishment  of  the  11+  examination  and  the  intro- 
duction of  comprehensive  schools  appear  to  be  designed  to 
make  all  children  feel  equal.  Recently  in  one  school  I 
visited,  on  asking  a number  of  children  which  class  they 
were  in,  each  gave  me  a different  letter  as  being  their 
class.  I was  puzzled  by  this  and  on  enquiry  found  that 
an  educational  expert  had  suggested  that  to  avoid  dis- 
crimination between  the  various  "streams"  the  class  should 
be  named  after  the  first  letter  of  the  class  teacher's 
name.  In  this  way  any  sense  of  inferiority  would  be 
eliminated.  I then  began  to  wonder  who  we  were  fooling 
because  when  I asked  the  children  themselves  for  an 
explanation  "Oh,  it's  only  the  old  3D  or  40"  or  whatever 
class  was  being  camouflaged  was  the  answer. 

I think  it  most  important  that  every  child  should  have 
equal  opportunity  for  education  but  I question  the  wisdom 
o±  trying  to  make  children  feel  we  are  all  equal.  We  are 
not  all  equal  and  the  sooner  one  can  find  that  out,  in  my 
view,  the  better.  It  comes  as  a nasty  shock  and  if  we 
continue  to  foster  the  idea  that  Jack  is  as  good  as  his 
master  we  are  going  to  have  a very  large  number  of  dis- 
contended  teenagers  and  young  adults. 

I am  not  suggesting  that  we  revert  to  the  Victorian  idea 
that  you  are  bom  to  a certain  station  in  life  and  there 
you  remain  tor  the  rest  of  your  life.  Bvery  encouragement 
should  be  given  to  all  children  to  improve  their  lot  and 
work  to  their  full  capacity,  but  let  us  be  honest  about 
it . 


School  Dental  Service  As  I stated  in  the  opening  remarks 
of  this  Section  a School  Dental  Surgeon  was  appointed  at  the 
end  of  the  year  and  I hope  in  next  year's  report  to  be  able 
to  give  details  of  the  improvement  in  the  service. 

I have  said  before  that  we  are  very  fortunate  in 
Crewkerne  in  having  an  excellent  private  practitioner  who 
does  a very  great  deal  of  work  among  school  children.  But 
far  his  services  the  dental  health  of  Crewkerne  children 
would  be  very  poor  indeed  . 
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Speech  Therapy  Mrs.  Baker  continued  to  hold  a weekly 
clinic  on  Arid ays  and  children  made  165  attendances  at 
45  sessions. 

Orthopaedic  Service  a clinic  is  held  once  a month  by 
the  Orthopaedic  Sister,  miss  mead . Children  attend  by 
appointment  and  are  referred  to  the  appropriate  surgeon 
at  regular  intervals.  Copies  ox  the  surgeon's  report  are 
sent  as  a routine  to  me  as  school  medical  inspector. 

Ophthalmic  Service  Routine  eye  testing  at  schools  is 
carried  out  aT~The  annual  medical  inspection.  Reports  of 
the  County  Oculist  are  always  available  at  that  time  and 
every  endeavour  is  made  to  see  that  the  children  are 
co-operating  with  him.  Any  damaged,  or  unsatisxactory 
spectacles  are  dealt  with  as  appropriate. 

Physiotherapy  i’he  Clinic  building  continued  to  be  used 
twice  a week  for  physiotherapy,  the  service  being  provided 
by  the  iiegional  Hospital  Board.  The  Clinic  building  being 
right  in  the  centre  of  the  town  is  very  convenient  for 
patients.  Turing  1962  1581  treatments  were  given  at  the 
Clinic  involving  157  patients.  At  the  Hospital  231  treat- 
ments were  given  involving  31  patients. 

Epileptics  ihe  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of 
epileptics  remained  unchanged,  retails  of  this  service 
were  given  last  year. 

Spastics  I have  commented  at  some  length  on  this  subject 
in  the  last  two  reports  and  the  services  available  continues. 

Blind  Persons  The  Somerset  Association  for  the  Blind  do 
the  general  administration  and  case-work  x or  these  disabled 
persons.  They  receive  a grant  xrom  the  Comity  Council. 

This  is  an  excellent  example  oj.  a voluntary  association 
working  in  co-operation  with  a local  health  authority  and. 
carrying  out  a great  deal  of  excellent  work.  There  are 
15  on  the  Blind  Persons  Aegis  ter  and  5 partially  sighted 
persons  in  the  area.  Prior  to  admission  to  the  Register, 
a blind  person  is  examined  by  a medical  practitioner  with 
special  experience  in  ophthalmology. 

Ambulance  Service  The  Ambulance  Service  is  provided  by 
the '"Bounty  Council  and  the  control  centre  for  Crewkeme  is 
situated  in  Yeovil.  It  is  in  radio  communication  with  all 
its  vehicles  and  the  service,  as  far  as  Crewkerne  was  con- 
cerned was  very  satisfactory  in  1962. 

Crewkerne  Hospital  The  future  of  Crewkerne  Hospital  is 
uncertain"!  7hen  the  new  Yeovil  Hospital  is  completed  there 
is  bound  to  be  a re-organisation  of  specialist  services  and 
it  is  most  unlikely  that  Crewkerne  Hospital  will  continue 
to  x unction  as  at  present.  Nevertheless  the  Management 
Committee  are  proceeding  with  plans  to  improve  the  out- 
patient accommodation. 

Mental  Health  Services  These  services  continued  to  be 
admin  is  t ere  cl  by  the  County  Council  through  the  Mental 
Health  Sub-Committee.  The  new  Regulations  have  come  into 
force  and  are  working  satisfactorily. 

National  Assistance  Ret  I was  not  called  upon  to  take 
any"s ta tutory  action  with  regard  to  any  old  persons  during 
the  year  but  one  or  two  whose  living  conditions  were  not 
entirely  satisfactory  were  brought  to  my  notice  and  informal 
action  was  taken. 
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Care  of  the  .aged  I reported  on  this  service  at  some 
length  last  year  and  it  continued  in  substantially  the  same 
manner  in  1962. 

Disabled  Persons  The  Good  fellowship  Club,  organised  and 
run  ITy  the  led  Cross  Society,  continued  to  flourish  under 
the  able  direction  of  the  Divisional  welfare  Officer,  Miss 
Blackmore.  It  met  fortnightly  in  the  afternoons  and  the 
members  pass  the  time  doing  handicraft  work,  whilst  others 
play  cards  or  other  games.  A number  of  persons  gave 
interesting  talks,  some  of  which  were  illustrated,  members 
attended  a disabled  rally  at  est on- super-Mare  in  Dune.  In 
October  a Disabled  Week  was  held,  the  object  being  to  keep 
before  the  public  the  work  that  is  being  done  for  these 
severely  handicapped  members  of  the  community.  It 
illustrated  what  can  and  is  being  done.  It  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  as  a result  of  this  rehabilitation  work  some 
members  have  been  taken  on  for  work  in  local  factories.  The 
voluntary  drivers  and  helpers  who  give  their  time  so  freely 
to  this  Club  are  to  be  congratulated. 

Health  Dducation  The  Council  are  supporters  of  the 
Central  Council  for  Health  education  and  use  their 
literature  and  posters  freely.  Most  of  the  effort  during 
1962  was  directed  towards  the  problem  of  smoking  and  lung 
cancer  and  posters  and  leaflets  were  on  display  throughout 
the  year  and  frequently  changed  in  an  endeavour  to  awaken 
public  interest  in  the  problem. 
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SECTION  C 


Prevention  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases  and  Other 
Diseases 

There  was  a sharp  outbreak  of  measles  in  November  and 
December  when  114  cases  were  notified.  The  only  other 
notification  received  was  one  re-notification  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  Details  are  recorded  in  Appendix  C,  Table  1. 

As  I have  already  reported  in  a previous  section  there 
was  a considerable  demand  for  vaccination  against  smallpox 
and  the  immunisation  with  triple  vaccine  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  continued.  Oral  poliomyelitis 
vaccine  was  introduced  midway  through  the  year. 

Last  year  I reported  in  detail  on  the  state  of  the 
dental  health  of  the  Crewkerne  children  and  as  I have 
reported  elsewhere  a dental  surgeon  has  now  been  appointed 
to  the  area.  In  the  meantime  by  the  end  of  the  year  the 
Government  were  taking  steps  to  implement  the  findings  of 
the  pilot  experiments  on  fluoridation  of  water  supplies. 
vVhen  this  is  fully  implemented  in  the  country  it  will 
probably  prove  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  public  health 
preventive  measures  of  this  century. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Service  sent  a Unit  to  Crewkerne 
in  June  and  a total  of  1106  people  were  X-Rayed.  In  1957 
the  figure  was  814,  in  I960  it  was  915  so  the  most  recent 
visit  was  easily  the  best  supported,  full  details  are 
shown  in  Appendix  C,  Table  2.  ‘Two  inactive  cases  of 
tuberculosis  were  found  and  two  diaphragmatic  hernia; 
otherwise  nothing  abnormal  was  reported.  The  improved 
attendance  undoubtedly  was  the  result  of  better  prior 
publicity  with  a letter  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  every  householder  and  personal  letter  to  the  general 
practitioners  of  Crewkerne.  In  addition  the  Council 
approved  the  siting  of  the  X-Ray  vans  in  the  most  central 
part  of  the  town  where  they  could  not  fail  to  be  seen  by  a 
maximum  number  of  persons. 
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SECTION  D 

Environmental  H ealth  b ervices 

A.  Sanitary  Circumstanc es 

Climatic  Conditions  The  total  rainfall  for  1962  was  30.33 
inches^  6fr  inches  less’  than  1961  and  some  26  inches  la  as  than 
I960.  This  continuing  low  rainfall  is  bound  to  Iiav  e some 
effect  on  the  water  supply. 

/ a ter  Supply  Throughout  the  year  the  qualit3r  of  the 
water  was  sarls’f actory  but  there  were  shortages  due  to  the 
below  average  yield  together  with  housing  and  industrial 
development.  To  obviate  This  the  Council  negotiated  an 
agreement  for  a supplementary  supply  from  the  Yeovil  Aural 
District  via  North  Perrotr.  This  is  for  72,000  gallons  per 
day  and  application  has  been  made  to  the  Ministry  for 
approval  of  a new  6"  main  joining  the  two  supplies.  The 
cost  will  be  approximately  £7,000.  Details  are  shown  in 
Appendix  D,  Table  1. 

bewage  Disposal  The  two  disposal  works  are  operaring 
well  and  the  new  Eastern  Outfall  forks  are  getting  through 
their  teething  troubles.  They  are  very  well  maintained  and 
a credit  to  the  attendant. 

The  public  conveniences  provided  a constant  source  of 
delight  to  the  breed  who  write  on  walls  and  engrave  their 
mark  on  railway  carriage  windows.  They  appear  to  get 
satisfaction  from  wanton  destruction  of  public  property 
and  turned  their  attention  to  the  town  conveniences  on 
several  occasions  during  the  year.  It  is  surprising  to 
find  that  female  members  of  the  community  are  hardly  less 
active  in  this  direction  than  their  male  counterparts. 

The  efforts  of  these  people  is  unpleasant  in  the  extreme 
nor  does  it  ravourably  impress  the  many  visitors  whose 
eyes  catch  the  increasingly  crude  remarks  of  these  defilers. 

Public  Cleansing  and  Refuse  Disposal  Refuse  collection 
and  disposal  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour.  One  vehicle 
is  used  and  a weekly  collection  is  given  with  some  bi-weekly 
collections  by  special  arrangement  with  business  premises. 

The  refuse  is  incinerated. 

Rodent  Destruction  One  part-time  rodent  operator  is 
empToy'ed  "and  carries  out  his  routine  work  well.  No  serious 
ini estations  were  reported. 

Swimming  Bath  There  are  two  privately  owned  swimming- 
baths,  one  at  The  Crewkerne  Grammar  School  and  the  other  at 
the  Crewkerne  Secondary  Modern  School.  Water  samples  are 
examined  by  the  County  Council  staff  who  have  laid  down  a 
strict  code  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  all  such 
baths . 

Smoke  Abatement  This  is  not  a serious  problem  in  the 
town  altnough  occasional  complaints  of  industrial  smoke  are 
received.  The  firms  involved  make  every  effort  to  co-operate 
and  avoid  nuisance. 

B.  factories  Act  Details  of  the  inspecrions  carried  out 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  are  shown  in  Appendix  D, 

Table  2.  As  new  industry  is  being  encouraged  to  develop  in 
Crewkerne  so  these  inspections  are  increasing. 

C.  Housing  Appendix  D,  Table  3 gives  details  of  the 
housing  situation  in  the  town. 
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The  hou~ ing  application  list  was  carefully  vetoed  during 
the  year  and  there  are  approximately  70  bona  fide  applicants 
waiting  for  new  accommodation . In  addixion  there  are  a 
number  ox  young  married  people  living  with  relatives  who  have 
since  applied  or  soon  will  be  in  need  of  accommodation  of 
their  own.  It  is  also  natural  xhat  with  the  increase  of 
industry  in  the  town  more  and  more  workers  who  travel  in 
each  day  wish  to  reside  nearer  xheir  work  and  if  housing 
were  available  it  would  be  readily  occupied. 

The  Council  obtained  planning  permission  for  a site  for 
70  houses  in  Station  Road  but  in  July  the  Housing  Department 
of  the  Ministry  refused  to  sanction  their  erection.  It  would 
appear  to  me  xhat  there  is  a lack  of  liaison  between  the 
various  Ministry  departments.  The  number  of  available  sites 
gets  fewer  every  year  and  xhose  that  remain  are  becoming  far 
more  costly.  I have  no  doubt  that  eventually  the  Station 
Hoad  site  will  be  developed  at  probably  more  cost  than  today. 
After  all  the  work  xhat  goes  inxo  the  preparation  of  the  site 
it  is  frustrating  when  it  is  turned  down  in  the  final  stage. 

The  buildings  in  xhe  centre  of  the  town,  both  private  and 
commercial,  have  been  considerably  improved  in  appearance  as 
a result  of  suggestions  by  the  Civic  frusx  Committee.  All 
are  co-operating  and  the  general  appearance  of  Crew kerne  has 
been  vastly  improved.  In  addition,  two  new  car  parks  were 
provided  and  this  has  meant  there  is  far  less  congesxion  and 
the  roads  are  much  safter  for  pedestrians  and  motorists  alike. 

D.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Mood 

Milk  There  are  now  no  registered  distributors  or  dairy 
premises  in  xhe  Urban  District. 

Ice  Cream  Twenxy- three  premises  are  registered  for  the 
sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream.  There  are  no  manufacturers. 

I regret  to  report  xhat  no  ice  cream  sampling  was  carried 
out  during  1962  in  the  town.  I think  an  effort  should  be 
made  to  xake  ax  least  one  sample  from  each  registered  premise 
during  the  year. 

Meat  There  is  no  licensed  slsughxer  houses  in  the  Urban 
District  and  no  rouxine  meat  inspecxion  is  therefore  carried 
out.  Occasional  requests  from  retailers  are  received  for  the 
examination  of  unsatisf acx ory  meat,  usually  tinned.  One 
private  individual  complained  of  a foreign  body  in  tinned  meat. 
This  was  investigated  and  found  to  be  perspex.  Energetic 
enquiries  were  made  and  it  was  found  that  the  meat  originated 
from  Holland  and  letters  were  received  from  them  expressing 
regret  and  assuring  us  that  every  endeavour  would  be  made  to 
prevent  this  happening  again.
